I'm here because I think if 
everybody pitches in we can change 
things. I'm here, because I care." 


Mrs. Zimmanck suggested residents 


contact local school and park board 
members so that schools and parks 
can be kept open on weekend nights. 


"The limit to what we can do with 


this is up to us," Mrs. Zimmanck 
said. "We have to decide whether we 
want to live with vandalism or do 
something about it." 


Omni-House 
to get $33,000 
from village 


Funding of Omni-House: Youth Ser- 


vices Bureau has been set at $33,000 
by the Arlington Heights Village 
Board, despite objections from three 
village trustees who voted to stop all 
funding of the counseling center.

The appropriation is a compromise 


between the $43,500 originally re- 
quested by Omrti-House and the vil- 
lage administration's 
recommenda- 


tion of $20,300. 


The village had sought a list of per- 


sons from Arlington Heights served 
by Omni-House before 
approving 


funding, but Omni-House officials re- 
fused on the grounds the information 
was confidential. 


THE*833,000 appropriation will al- 


low the agency to continue providing 
the same level of services, Peter 
Digre, executive director of Omni- 
House, said. Digre said he had hoped 
to hire another full-time staff person. 


Opposition to funding Omni-House 


came from Richard Durava, Robert 
Miller and O.V. Anderson. 


The main supporters of Omni-House 


were Trustees Frank Palmatier and 
Alfred Barboro. 


Palmatier also asked the board to 


•allocate $4,600 to Omni-House to pay 
for the costs of relocating the coun- 
seling center's Arlington Heights of- 
fice last year. The motion was de- 
feated by a 5-4 vote, with Village 
Pres. James T. Ryan casting the de- 
ciding vote.

Rosalynn Carter expects her 


husband to lose some popularity 
because of the energy sacrifices 
he is asking people to make but 
she said Tuesday if Americans 
trust the President and the gov- 
ernment they will respond. 


"The energy situation is criti- 


cal," she said. "We have to do 
something about it." 


Mrs. Carter told reporters be- 


fore Carter outlined the nation's 
energy problems in a televised ad- 
dress Monday night, she and staff 
members went over the speech 
with him line by line and sug- 
gested some changes. 


SHE SAID SHE told Carter, 


"how he could say it so I could 
understand it and if I could under- 
stand it, everybody else can." 


Mrs. Carter was in Chicgo Tues- 


day to preside over a three-hour 
meeting of the Presidents Com- 
mission on Mental Health and to 
tour the .Institute of Psychiatry at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 


She said, as honorary chairman 


of the commission, she will take 
an active role in preparing a re- 
port on the nation's mental health 
problems for the President and 
thinks by focusing attention on the 
problem she can help more Amer- 
ican families deal with their emo- 
tional crises. 


A highlight of her Chicago trip 


was a tour of an unusual psy- 
chiatric hospital jvhose patients 
include the "Gold Coast" rich, 
skid row winos and residents of a 
black housing project. 


The Northwestern University 


Psychiatric Instiute has no bars' 
on the windows and nurses dress 
in street clothes. 


SINCE THE institute receives 


federal funds, it must treat any- 
one who asks for help from a sur- 
r o u n d i n g area encompassing 


167,000 persons. That territory in- 
cludes the "Gold Coast" along 
Chicago's lakefront, a skid row 
slum west of the loop and the 
large Cabrini-Green housing proj- 
ect. 


Several hundred Northwestern 


medical students were on hand to 
protest a 57 per cent tuition in- 
crease at the medical school — a 
hike that they say will result'in 
higher doctor bills and fewer phy- 


. sicians in places where they are 


needed most. 


"Mrs. Carter is concerned with 


the quality of health care in this 


. country, and increasing tuition 


here is going to further the elitism 
of the medical profession," ex- 
plained Nathan Beraha, a mem- 
ber of the -medical school's stu- 
dent senate. 


The. students want Mrs. Carter 


to investigate the university's use 
of federal funds in light of a 
$2,505-a-year tuition increase at 
the Northwestern Medical school. 
Tuition is being raised from $4,350 
a year currently to $6,885. The in- 
crease makes Northwestern the 
third 
most expensive medical 


school in the country. 


"STUDENTS ARE BEING la- 


den with debts of $20,000 to 
$30,000, and as a result are forced 
to go into lucrative private prac- 
tices instead of providing primary 
health care to the people who 
need it," said Ralph Harder, a 
freshman at the medical school. 


Large tuition debts lead to high- 


er prices for medical services and 
also work against physicians who 
might want to practice in doctor- 
starved rural 
and inner 
city 


areas, Harder said. 


Middleclass and lower-income 


families will be unable to send 
their sons and daughters to medi- 
cal schools with high tuitions, Ber- 
aha said. 


35 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
pjans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change, the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined in a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American people," 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-I11., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
it's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan Included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas 'pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the'size of the taxes or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long pe- 
riod of time so clean-air, controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory appliance standards for 
energy efficiency. 


Aside from widespread hostility to 


the gasoline tax proposal, which sev- 
eral 'lawmakers said Congress prob- 
ably will reject, virtually the only 
opposition to Carter's plan came from 


representatives of oil producing states 
who said too little emphasis was 
placed on expanding domestic produc- 
tion.. "' 


Sen." Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said 


the proposals would be "for the coun- 
try, a disaster; for our state, a ca- 
tastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 


House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill 


"urged fellow lawmakers .to forsake 
parochialism in dealing with Carter's 
energy program, but predicted the 
controversial plan will provoke "the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had." 


SENATE- REPUBLICAN 
Leader 


Howard Baker of Tennessee promised 
he and other GOP members of Con- 
gress "will agree with as much as we 
can," although he voiced flat opposi- 
tion to a gasoline tax hike. 


Some U.S. lawmakers even said 


Carter's outline of the fuel supply 
crisis and his tough measures to cope 
with it had convinced them to put the 
energy needs above other concerns of 
their constituents. 


"This will affect tourism adversely, 


and the production people don't like 
it," said Rep. Teno Roncalio, D-Wyo., 
whose state has both tourist attrac- 
tions and energy reserves. "But I 
think I am going to support the Presi- 
dent fully, because he is right." 


Schlesinger's White House meeting 


with some 35 Democrats and Republi- 
cans, less than half the number in- 
vited, set the stage for Carter to an- 
nounce his entire new policy tonight 
before a nationally televised joint ses- 
sion of Congress.

Storm lashes area

Spring's first major thunderstorm blew through the Northwest 


suburbs Tuesday downing power lines and spawning lightning 
which struck at least three houses.

The Schaumburg Fire Dept. reported the storm knocked down 


arching power lines in two places" on Schaumburg Road just east 
of Harrington Road and at the intersection with Meacham Road. 
Power lines also were knocked down on Golf Road just west of 
Plum Grove Road. 


A small fire broke out at a home at 222 GroeL.ner St., Schaum- 


burg, when lightning struck a television antenna setting fire to the 
set. A small hole was burned into the roof of a house at 116 .Treaty 
Ln., Hof'man Estates, after it was struck by lightning. 


Hoffman Estates, Palatine and Rolling Meadows were blitzed 


with a series of false fire alarms set off by the storm. 


Hoffman Estates firefighters answered calls at Conant High 


School and Lakeview School where the storm apparently had set 
off alarms. Many persons in Palatine called in to report lightning 
striking television antennas although fire officials could only con- 
firm a lilt to a home at 626 S. Middleton which' received only minor 
damage and no fire. 


Illinois State Police reported a total of 14 car accidents during 


the peak storm hours Tuesday, about three times the normal 
weeknight accident rate. No serious injuries were reported. ' 


A Des Plalnes fire official-jokingly sajd the city's portion of 


River Road "is living up to its name.' At the peak of the storm, it 
must have had six to eight inches of water standing all across the 
street."

The water on River Road later drained away, but it may only be 


for a short time because the National Weather Bureau is pre- 
dicting more storms and showers throughout the week, possibly 
ending Friday or Saturday. 


Showers are expected to continue today and possibly Into the 


night as temperatures will reach into the upper 70s and fall into 
the lower 60s tonight. 


Thunderstorms and showers also are predicted for the remaffl- 


der of the week. Temperatures will stay in the 70s during the day 
and hover In the lower 60s and high SOs during the night.

up any newspaper and they've got ad- 
vertisements for all these porno mov- 
ies," Berris said. "If people want.to 
find something offensive, that's the of- 
fensive stuff.

MY 'REASON for using the name is 


simple,"">he said. "I handle'merchan- 
dise that supports athletes — ev-ry. 
thing from baseballs to table tc. lis 
sets: I'm. just trying to make "an hon- 
est living." 


Berris' attorney, Eric Rosenthal,- 


said no consideration has been given 
to changing the name of the store be- 
cause "we think the principle's impor- 
tant."

Berris said that he'first discovered 


his phone number was not listed three 
days after opening the store in early 
March. He said that when he in- 
formed Michigan Bell, "The lady .told 
me 'I'm sorry, there must have been 
a misunderstanding. It'll be in Mon- 
day. Don't worry about it'." 


BERRIS DID NOT worry about it 


until nearly three weeks later when a 
friend came to the store and told him 
he' had been trying repeatedly to 
reach, him by phone without success. 
It was at that point, Berris-said, that 
a phone company supervisor told him 
the omission had been intentional. 


The supervisor told Berris the name 


was "distasteful" and violated tariff 
regulations set by the Michigan Pub- 
lic Service Commission, according to 
the suit. 


"When we told the Public Service 


Commission, they laughed," Berris 
said. "They couldn't believe Michigan. 
Bell would take a stand like this."

City Dems called to 'join hands9

A self-styled "young man from 


the neighborhood," Michael A. Bi- 
landic. 54, acknowledged victory 
In Tuesday's Democratic primary 
election for mayor of Chicago 
with the humility of an easy win- 
ner. 


It had been a relatively effort- 


less campaign for Bilandic, a 
friend end Bridgeport neighbor of 
the late Mayor Richard J. Daley. 
Bilandic had avoided debating 
any of his five challengers as well 
as any one-on-one interviews with 
the news media. 


At 9 p.m. when Bilandic met the 


press gathered at the Bismarck 
Hotel, the returns showed him" 
with 51.3 per cent of the vote. His 
nearest challenger Aid. Roman C. 
Pucinskl, had 32.6 per cent. 


Bilandic.a 
soft-spoken man, 


showed no obvious emotion in ac- 
knowledging the primary victory. 


HE THANKED THE voters for 


offering him "the highest office 
within the power of Chicago to 
give." 


At his side, George Dunne, 


County board president and chair- 
man of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic Central Committee, called 
upon Chicago Democrats to "join 
hands" for the June 7 general 
election against Republican Aid. 
Dennis Block. 


Bilandic thanked the Daley fam- 


ily for their support in the prima- 
ry and he praised the late mayor 


Michael A. Bilandic 


for carrying on what he called "a 
high standard of government for 
the past 21 years." 


Bilandic showed something of 


the Daley style when asked if he 
would welcome Pucinski back to 


the Democratic arty fold. "We 
never look back. We always look 
forward," Bilandic told reporters, 
adding that Pucinski "was never 
out" of the regular Democratic 
ranks. 


Reporters had only four ques- 


tions for Bilandic, reflecting what 
many regarded as a dull primary 
campaign. One newsman asked 
the acting mayor if he had started 
to plan his 1979 campaign yet. 


"We take these one step at a 


time," Bilandic replied. 


BILANDIC OFFERED some en- 


couragement for a livelier general 
election campaign when he said 
he would square off againt Block. 
"I do not see any reason not to 
debate," Bilandic said. 


Bilandic 
was elected acting 


mayor by the Chicago City Coun- 
cil last Dec. 28, eight days after 
Daley died of a heart attack. Al- 
though he then promised not to 
run for mayor, Bilandic changed 
his mind and received the en- 
dorsement of the Cook County 
Democratic organization.

A graduate of De Paul Univer- 


sity Law School, Bilandic was en- 
couraged to run for llth ward al- 
derman by Daley in 1969. He was 
reelected in 1971 1975. He became 
chairman of the city council's 
powerful finance committee in 
April 1975, and often was seen at 
Daley's side. 


Bilandic is a bachelor and lives 


with his mother. He has two 
brothers and a sister.

mighty regular Democratic organiza- 
tion. 


BILANDIC'S victory became appar- 


ent when he ran away from his chief 
opponent, Alderman Roman C. Pu- 
cinski, in the Southwest Side Polish 
wards which Pucinski had counted 
upon. 


With 2,838 out of 3,085 precincts 


counted, Bilandic led Pucinski, 337,670 
to 214,983. State Sen. Harold Washing- 
ton, a black candidate counting on 
black support, was running third with 
71,723, votes and charged "massive 
vote fraud.'" 


Dennis H. Block, 29, Chicago's only 


Republican 
alderman, easily won

Sabonjian, 61, a former Democrat, 


is well known for his hard-nosed stand 
toward rioters in the' mid 1960s and

CHICAGO HAS not elected a Re-

sioners, estimated only 629,340 of the 
city's 1.61 million eligible voters, or 39 
per cent, cast ballots. 


A low turnout in Chicago is general- 


ly regarded as a good sign for the 
Democratic organization, called a ma- 
chine by its enemies. 


Bilandic was Daley's handpicked 


choice to be alderman of Daley's own 
llth Ward, the South Side neighbor- 
hood which has provided Chicago with 
all its mayors since 1933.

Volberdlng, who emerged as a vic- 
tor from a field of seven mayoral can- 
didates that included Acting Mayor 
Charles Bolek; 


• Palatine Trustee Robert J. Guss, 


the Republican party candidate who 
defeated independent Trustee Fred H. 
Zajonc; 


• Hoffman Estates Pres. Virginia 


M. Hayter, who out-distanced two op- 
ponents to win reelection; 


• Elk Grove Village Pres. Charles 


Zettek, who ran unopposed; 


• Inverness Pres. Russell Puzey, 


who also ran unopposed. 


MRS. KRAUSE'S victory in Mount 


Prospect came over two trustees also 
vying for Teichert's seat, Michael H. 
Minton and Edward B. Rhea Jr. Mrs. 
Krause, chairwoman of the village 
zoning board, becomes the second 
woman mayor in the area, joining 
Mrs. Hayter in Hoffman Estates. 


In Wheeling, a 52.6 per cent plural- 


ity carried Hein and his Wheeling 
Citizens Party ticket to a resounding 
victory over two opponents, Trustee 
Otis L. Hedlund and Edward Fox. 


Hedlund had been elected two years 


ago as part of a reform ticket along 
with Trustee William • Rogers, who 
also was defeated for reelection Tues- 
day. 


Hein, who was aligned with the vil- 


lage's past political leaders, won on 
the strength of condominium and 
townhouse voters following a bitter 
campaign with Hedlund. 


IN DES PLAINES, Volberding out- 


polled six other candidates to win the 
seat left by long-time Mayor Herbert 
H. Behrel, who retired in August. 


Volberding's opponents included Bo- 


lek, the acting mayor; former Asst.

Constitution doesn't bar spanking students: top court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court, by a one-vote margin, 
ruled Tuesday that nothing in the Con- 
stitution bars public school teachers 
from paddling unruly students. 


"A single principle has governed 


the use of corporal punishment since 
before the American Revolution: tea- 
chers may impose reasonable but not 
excessive force to discipline a child," 
Justice Lews Powell wrote for the 
five-man majority. 


"The basic doctrine has not 


changed. The prevalent rule in this 
country today privileges such force as 
a teacher or administrator reasonably 
believes to be necessary for the 
child's proper control, training or edu- 
cation." 


The 
majority decided 
the 8th 


Amtndmtnt's prohibition a g a i n s t 
"cruel and unusual punishment" does 
not apply to schoolchildren, because 
they are not restrained behind bars, 
like prisoners and because actions in 
a school are open to public scrutiny. 


JUSTICE BYRON White, in a dis- 


senting opinion joined by Justices Wil- 
liam Brennan, Thurgood Marshall and 
John Stevens, said: 


"I ... take issue with the extreme 


view of the majority that corporal 
punishment in public schols, no matter 
how barbaric, inhumane, or severe, is 
never limited by the 8th Amend- 
ment." 


But Powell said a teacher who uses 


"excessive" or "unreasonable" force 
is subject to possible criminal or civil 
penalties. 


The majority also ruled students 


are not entitled to prior notice or a 
procedural hearing on their offense 
before being spanked. 


Twenty-one states have authorized 


moderate use of corporate punish- 
ment in public schools, Powell said. 
"Where the legislatures have not ac- 
ted, the state courts have uniformly 
preserved the common law rule per- 
mitting teachers to use 
reasonable 


force in disciplining children in their 
charge." 


But school district officials here discourage it 


Area school officials said they dis- 


courage the use of corporal punish- 
ment in school and a Supreme Court 
decision favoring corporal punishment 
will not change their minds. 


Some school districts have policies 


prohibiting .the use of corporal punish- 
ment. 


The Supreme Court Tuesday de- 


cided the U.S. Constitution does not 
prohibit teachers from physically pun- 
ishing students. 


"We have a long-standing policy 


that corporal ppunishment not be 
used," said Bill Warner, High School 
Dist. 214 assistant 
superintendent. 


"We think there are better ways to 
handle discipline." 


RICHARD KOLZE, High School 


Dist. 211 superintendent, said al- 
though the Dist. 211 discipline policy 
is "silent" on corporal punishment, its 
use is not encouraged. "It's 
never 


been a big issue here," Kolze said. 
, Prospect Heights Dist. 23, Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54 and Des 
Plaines Dist. 62 prohibit the use of 
corporal punishment. 


In Mount Prospect Dist. 57, it is not 


outlawed but "we discourage it be- 
cause there are more proper ways to 
handle these things," said Dwight 
Hall, assistant superintendent for in- 
stuction. "We encourage our staff to 
work cooperatively with parents." 


Don Strong, superintendent of Ar- 


lington Heights Dist. 25, said corporal 
punishment is "avoided, never used 


except as a last resort in rare and 
unusual cases."

Wheeling Township Dist. 21 are not 
allowed to punish a child physically 
unless parents are called hi advance. 


In River Trails Dist. 26, Stipt. John 


Fridlund said corporal punishment is 
prohibited unless a parent sends a 
note that says corporal punishment 
can be used.

"Not too many parents send notes 


like that," Fridlund said. 


In Palatine Township Dist. 15, the 


opposite approach is used with par- 
ents. If parents do not want corporal 
punishment used, they must send a 
note to be kept on file saying so, said 


Lorita Langley, assistant superintend- 
ent for special services. 


HOWEVER, MRS. Langley said use 


of corporal punishment is "definitely 
discouraged" and many restraints are 
written into the discipline policy to 
make sure it is used only when every- 
thing else has failed. 


'Our policy does differentiate be- 


tween corporal punishment and physi- 
cal restraint to keep a child from 
hurting someone else or himself," 
Mrs. Langley said. 


According to the policy, a principal 


has to be notified if corporal punish- 
ment is going to be used or has been 
used. A second professional

member must be present when the 
punishment is administered.

THE GOVERNOR'S over-all plan is 


expected to move adult men into Lin- 
coln, consolidate women's correc- 
tions at Geneva and use the facilities 
at Dwight, which is used for women, 
for men inmates more than 50 years 
old.

Fine AIMS and recently appointed an appraiser by a Chicago mu- 
seum, was accused in court Tuesday of being involved in a 
smuggling scandal. Rathbone was appointed by the George F. 
Harding Museum in Chicago as an appraiser. But Assistant Illinois 
Atty Gen Donald G. Mulack charged in Cook County Circuit 
Couit that Rathbone should not be appointed to evaluate the col- 
lection ol valuable art, armor and antiques housed in the Chicago 
museum Defense attorneys were given 10 days to answer the 
objection. 


Mulac1' said Rathbone appeared before a federal grand jury 


investigating a charge that the Boston museum helped smuggle a 
painting, valued at $1 million and belonging to the Italian govern- 
ment, past customs authorities. After the federal Investigation, the 
museum paid a $5,000 fine for illegally bringing the Raphael paint- 
ing into the country. An Italian art dealer who sold the painting 
\vas pio-ecuted on criminal charges in Italy, according to a com- 
pljint filed by Mulack. Rathbone denied involvement in the pur- 
chase Dr.d said his September 1971 resignation was due to "too 
many administrative changes."

Gov James R Thompson said he has "grave concerns" about 


items included in President Carter's proposed national energy pol- 
icy In remarks made prior to the Iowa Republican Party's Lin- 
coln Day dinner Tuesday night in Des Moines, Iowa, Thompson 
said although he favois taking some action regarding energy con- 
seivation, the proposed gasoline tax increases will cause prob- 
lems 


"I am concerned ebout the effect of the increased taxes on state 


road revenues," he said. "I am also concerned about the effects of 
the tax on Mtdwesterners." Thompson said he is unsure if the tax 
would be accepted "by the people, by Congress, and even by the 
go\einor«" He said, however, movement toward energy con- 
servation is necessary "I think he (Carter) is going in the right 
dn ection Without any action, we would be feeling the full effect of 
a severe energy crunch in four or five years/' Thompson said.

Concorde noise hit by British 


Nearly three out of every four Concorde jets exceed legal noise 


limits on takeoff from London, a British advisory council said 
Tuesday. A French official said the roar of the supersonic craft is 
less annoying than the buzz of a lawn mower. French aviation 
circles said the noise report was "highly subjective" and denied 
other claims of fire and explosion hazard in the Anglo-French jet. 


The British Noise Advisory Council said 72 per cent of all Con- 


corde departures from Heatherow Airport during the plane's first 
year of operation exceeded noise limits set for all other com- 
mercial aircraft. The group recommended a ban on all Concorde 
flights at night and said It "considers that the Concorde should not 
be permitted to operate from an airport where it repeatedly in- 
fringes the noise limit of that airport."

Four-toot tall pygmies, armed vvitn bows and arrows, joines 


Zaire and Moroccan troops in an offensive which smashed through 
invading forces and surrounded the captured town of Mutshatsa, a 
government spokesman in Kinshasa said Tuesday.

to tears, made the admission under 
cross examination by Patricia Bobbs, 
Cook County assistant state's attor- 
ney, during a pretrial hearing in Cook 
County Circuit Court, Chicago. 


Miss Columbo and Frank DeLuca, 


39. are charged with plotting and car- 
rying out the May 4,1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's parents, Frank and 
Mary Columbo. and her 13-year-old 
brother, Michael, at their home at 55 
E. Braatwood Dr., Elk Grove Village. 


MRS. BOBBS questioned Miss Col- 


umbo about testimony the defendant 
gave Friday during a pretrial hearing 
in Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room, at the Cook County Criminal 
Courts Building, 26th Street and Cali- 
fornia Avenue, Chicago. 


Pincham is considering a defense 


motion to suppress statements Miss 
Columbo gave police after her arrest 
Mav 15. 1976. 


Police earlier testified Miss Colum- 


bo told them she wrote the dossier af- 
ter she saw Lanyon R. Mitchell, 25, of 
Lake Villa, at the Elk Grove Village 
police station after her arrest. 


Miss Columbo allegedly gave Mit- 


chell the dossier, which also included 
photographs of her family and a floor 
plan of the E'k Grove Village home, 
to help plot her family's murder. 


HOWEVER. MITCHELL, who re- 


portedly backed out of the plot, turned

BOBBS THEN asked whether 


Miss Columbo told police members of 


a conspiracy had forced her to pro- 
vide them with the dossier. 


"I believe I did, but I don't believe 


those were the exact words I used," 
Miss Columbo said.

member whether she told Rose con- 
spirators had forced her at gunpoint 
to write the dossier. She also said she 
did not believe she told Rose she had 
had sex with members of the con- 
spiracy because she feared for the 
lives of herself and DeLuca. <

You've got to decide what to do right 
away in dealing with your mistake. I 
wasn't hired to make little mistakes 
like that." she said. 


But the negative balanced the posi- 


tive. Earlier in Monday's broadcast, 
she graciously and amusingly covered 
for "Today Show" host Tom Brokaw, 
who. after a station break, found him- 
self sitting on his microphone. 


Brokaw had no choice but to stand 


up and adjust his microphone on the 
air. 


"Well, we have to keep the equip- 


ment warm." Ms. Pauley quipped. 
Everyone laughed and the 
camera 


crew and producers behind the scenes 
crowned it a poised way of handling 
the situation. 


The "Today Show" is marked with 


a spontaneity, youthfulness and fresh- 
ness in its revltalization. 


In the past year, the two-hour morn- 


ing news show has been redeveloped 
around the single host, Brokaw, with 
Ms. Pauley, news-reader Floyd Kal- 
ber 
and 
weatherman 
Lew Wood 


"picking up the slack," she said. 


Ms. Pauley does not believe she has 


been slotted into the woman's news 
and feature role that news traditional- 
ly has given females. "I'm as likely to 
interview Andrew Young as I am to 
do a cooking feature," she said. 


SHE SAYS SHE IS not uncomfor- 


table with her "Today Show" role. 
She does not feel intimidated or that 
she is being upstaged by Brokaw, who 
does a masterful job of guiding the 
changing program. 


Many "television critics feel differ- 


ently, however. Ms. Pauley has been 
blasted for being all giggles and lack- 
ing important, on-camera experience. 


"I don't try to hide my different 


faces from the audience. If I think 
something is funny, I will laugh out 
loud. I can look and act like I'm 12- 
years-old and at other times 1 can act 
dead serious," Ms. Pauley said. "It's 
just me and it's the only way I know 
how to operate.'" 


A nationwide search brought her to 


Chicago in September 1975, where she 
was teamed with the city's 16-year 
news veteran, Floyd Kalber, to launch 
WMAQ-TV's "NewsCenter 5" concept 
for the 5 and 10 p.m. weekday news. 


The initial news show and team did 


not meet the station's expectations 
and Ms. Pauley became the target for 
much criticism. 


"I was in the position of'being the 


first female night news anchor in Chi- 
cago, a very serious news town. I was 
an outsider who the people here ex- 
pected to know their town inside and 
out and I didn't," Ms. Pauley said. 


"That put me at a terrible dis- 


advantage and there were times when 
I would have traded the job for a 
hammock strung between two trees I 
know about back in Indiana," she 
said. 


She could have taken an "I showed 


'em" attitude when she won another 
nationwide search as the female 
member of the "Today Show" staff in 
October 1976, filling a void left by 
Barbara Walters. But, she didn't. 


"If I had been able to stop the 


world then, I would have stayed here 
in Chicago another three or four years, 
because I was doing things I thought 
were important. I was learning about 
the area and street news. If I had that 
extra time, I think I would have 
proved my local critics wrong," she 
said. 


"I DIDN'T HAVE that chance and I 


regret that," Ms. Pauley said. 


Chicago was the perfect stepping 


stone between being an unknown news 
anchor in Indianapolis and an instant 


"Today Show" celebrity. She has dis- 


covered she really is "a morning per- 
son" and-not at all inhibited about 
picking up where Ms. Walters left off. 


"I don't have any sense of following 


in her (Ms. Walters) footsteps. We 
are two different people," Ms. Pauley 
said, admitting that there have been 
comments about .their similar voice 
inflections. 


"Barbara Walters came a long way 


at making it possible for more women 
to work in front of the camera," she 
said. "Women my age don't give it a 
second thought. We don't run into the 
same obstacles." 


Being only one of 25 female network 


on-the-air journalists does not over- 
whelm Ms. Pauley. She is not awed 
with her ability and luck in leap- 
frogging over men and other females 
into broadcast prominence. 


A severe raking over the coals by 


critics has not left her bitter. In fact, 
her Chicago stint this week was a 
pleasureable homecoming, she said. 


"Wherever I work, I tend to make 


the people I work with my little fami- 
ly. I have many good friends in the 
newsroom at NBC," Ms. Pauley said, 


Kalber, who she followed to the 


"Today Show" from Chicago, "is a 
good, good friend who's given me sup- 
port and even a kick hi the pants 
when I needed it," she said. 


She does not consider herself "the 


new kid" anymore. She is building the 
confidence, knowledge and camera 


Taking care of your home is easy .

HAVANA, Cuba (UPI) — President 


Fidel Castro, who sent thousands of 
soldiers to Angola hastily in 1975, 
finds he must leave his troops in Af- 
rica to prop up the Marxist govern- 
ment, according to Western sources, 
and his dilemma threatens chances 
for better relations with the United 
States. 


"Angola is Castro's Vietnam," said 


one Western source who has dealings 
with the government here. 


President Carter has made with- 


drawal of the 10,000 troops in Africa a 


But Hawthorne said he believed the 


Cuban and the Americans understood 
each other after the opening session, 
and further talks will be more produc- 
tive. The Minnesota group will leave 
Cuba on Friday.

condition for lifting the 16-year trade 
embargo against Cuba, one of the 
chief goals of the island's Communist 
leaders. But knowledgeable foreigners 
said Castro cannot bring his forces 
home. 


CUBAN OFFICIALS again stressed 


their desire for renewed trade with 
the United States in a.meeting with a 
group of United States visitors from 
the Chamber of Commerce in Min- 
nesota — the first such delegation to 
visit Cuba since Castro took power. 


"The Cubans are most interested in 


knowing when the embargo will be 
lifted," said Bower Hawthorne, head 
of the 50-man delegation and vice 
president of the Minneapolis Star and 
Tribune Co. 


"We can't tell them when the em-, 


bargo will be lifted, or if it will be 
lifted. Our people on this delegation 
favor the lifting of the embargo."

"desperately 


needs the return of the technicians 
who are in Angola with the troops 
(but) he can't leave without losing 
face with the Cuban establishment," 
the Western source said. 


THE UNITED STATES "insisting 


on the withdrawal of troops from An- 
gola as a precondition will stop rap- 
prochement with Cuba," he said. 
"Cuba won't change Its African pol- 
icy." 


"The opposition forces in Angola 


haven't been liquidated yet," said an- 
other foreigner. "If the Cubans leave, 
(Angolan President Agostinho) Neto 
might have trouble staying in power." 


The United States trade delegates 


expressed a bit of annoyance Tuesday 
that the Cubans did not get down to 
specifics in their two-hour opening 
meeting at the beachside resort of 
Santa Maria del Mar, 30 miles east of 
Havana.

stances, the meeting of any 
board where votes are 
can- 


vassed and new members are 
seated is one of the most routine 
meetings of the year.

"political ploy.'1 


With one other board member 


hospitalized and another out of 
town. Mrs. Munson charged the 
stalling to give Mrs. Nicklas 
time to try to influence the selec- 
tion of a chairman.

Mrs. Munson is correct in her 
analysis of! what happened. It 
does not seem to make much 


nse that a delay of just four 


clays could be counted on to tip 
the scales in favor of one side or 
another. 


It does seem clear, however, 


that the wrangling over the 
board chairmanship has accom- 


plished something else — it has 
split the board more deeply than 
necessary. 


The three new board members 


who were seated Monday night, 
Joan Klussman, Janet Bone and 
David Tomchek, all ran 
cam- 


paigns that were at least some- 
what critical of the college ad- 
ministration. Their election was 
a sign that the public expects a 
more responsive board that will 
question the college adminis- 
tration closely. 


It would have been possible — 


and if good sense prevails may 
still be possible — for the new 
board members to provide a 
new direction for the board with- 
out destructive infighting.

usually cagey catnapping caper."

If the Johnsons love their 
cats so much, why do they allow their 
cats to roam? It is irrelevant whether 
or not their cats stay out long or roam 
very far, these cats are their respon- 
sibility and they should not be allowed 
to run free where they can do possible 
damage to surrounding property. In 
addition, if their cats have not been 
spayed or neutered, they will increase 
the pet population which has already 
bursted at the seams. 


When their first cat disappeared,

Personal income up 1.7% in March 


by LEONARD CURRY 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Com- 


merce Dept. said Tuesday that'per- 
sonal income increased 1.7 per cent in 
March. 


The second biggest income gain on, 


record was another spur to the na- 
tion's economy that is growing at the 
fastest rate in more than a year. 


Federal and private economists said 


the real Gross National Product in the 
first quarter increased in a range of .5 
per cent despite a setback in January 
when record cold closed factories, 
slowed transportation and temporarily 
unemployed more than 2 million 
workers., 


THE COMMERCE Dept. today will 


release the preliminary figures for 
GNP, the broadest measure qf the na- 
tion's economic health. GNP in- 
creased only 2.6 per cent in the last 
quarter of 1976. 


The growth this January through 


March is the highest since the winter 
of 1976 when it rose 9'.2 per cent. It 
was taken as clear evidence the econ- 
omy has recovered from the "pause" 
of the last six months of 1976 that en- 
couraged President Carter to propose 
an income tax rebate of $50 for every 
American. 


Carter withdrew his support for the 


rebate last week on grounds that eco- 
nomic conditions have changed for the 
better. 


If cold weather had not adversely 


affected the economy in January, the 
first quarter growth easily would have 
crossed into the much higher plane 
that it is believed to be traveling in 
April. In the two months since the 
cold weather slowdown, every eco- 
nomic indicator has rebounded sharp- 
ly- 


The latest to show major improve- 


ment was the-government's estimate 
of individual's income from jobs, in- 
vestments, farming, business, Social 
Security and welfare. 


PERSONAL INCOME rose at a sea- 


sonally adjusted annual rate of $24 
billion in March, second only to the 
$30 billion increase of June, 1975. 


Commerce's chief economist, Cour- 


tenay Slater, said "personal income 


falls in line with other data for 
March. It was a very good month.'* 


She noted construction started on 


new homes and apartments at the 
highest rate in nearly four years, in- 
dustrial production made the biggest 
gain in 19 months while factories in- 
creased their use of machinery to the 
highest level in 29 months. 


Personal income was estimated at a 


seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
$1.486 trillion, the department said. 
This is 1.7 per cent above the revised 
February increase of $20.2 billion. 


Personal income gained only $1.8 


billion in January, a figure that was 
depressed by the severe winter weath- 
er and higher Social Security taxes.

The group makes up in intensity 


what it lacks in numbers. 


It consists of eight concerned wom- 


en, led by chairman Janis Silverman. 
who is not only trying to re-establish 
her own identity but hopes to in- 
fluence other women to do the same. 


She is concerned because she sees 


so many suburban Jewish families 
losing their Jewlshness in the process 
of assimilation, so many unconcerned 
about their roots and their heritage, 
so many unaffiliated with a syna- 
gogue, uncaring about practicing their 
religion or preserving traditions in 
their homes. 


The eight caring women belong to a 


study group called "The Jewish Expe- 
rience," within the larger group, the 
Poplar Creek Unit of the National 
Council of Jewish Women (NCJW). 
They meet once each month to dis- 
cuss their present course of study, 
guided by a workbook by Rabbi Jacob 
Neusner entitled "Defining Judaism." 


THEY DIG INTO Jewish history, 


both ancient and modern, and com- 
pare it with the present. They pore 
over books, both difficult and de- 
lightful, such as the college or gradu- 
ate level "Understanding Rabbinic 
Judaism," or the easy and enjoyable 
"American Judaism — Adventure in 
Modernity," all written or edited by 
Neusner. 


"You've read the material, now 


let's discuss the issues," says Janis. 


The Silverman family is one of a 


very small number of Jewish families 
in Elk Grove Village. Jewish families 
are more apt to settle in areas where 
there is a synagogue, such as Beth 
Tikvah in Hoffman Estates, the Wood- 
field Congregation in Hanover Park, 
Maine Township Jewish Congregation 
in unincorporated Des Plaines, or 
Chadash in Schaumburg, 
Temple 


Chal in Buffalo Grove and Beth Judea 
in Long Grove. But only a small per- 
centage actually attend. 


THE SILVERMANS once lived in 


Houston Tex., where there was a 
greater closeness and affirmation of 
Jewish identity and larger-scale com- 
munity involvement, despite the fact 
that Chicago is a city with a much 
larger Jewish population. 


"I felt a great emptiness when we

moved here three years ago," said 
Mrs. Silverman, mother of two pre- 
schoolers. "We are so separated from 
the Chicago community of Jews and 
from each other; we don't know 
what's going on — we are so de- 
tached. The Jewish community out 
here in the suburbs fails to provide a 
sense of history, ancient and modern, 
who we are, how we got here, an 
awareness of Jews in other coun- 
tries." 


Janis hopes to make suburban Jews 


aware of their own changing values, 
to wake them up a little bit. In every 
other place she has lived, she has 
seen a greater percentage of Jewish 
people practicing their religion, 


"IT'S STRIKING that synagogues 


in this area have such a small mem- 
bership," she said. "Only a token 
number of families belong to any Jew- 
ish congregation at all. In the ghetto, 
every Jew met his obligation to sup- 
port the religious school and the syna- 
gogue, but not here. We must tend -to 
our spiritual needs as well as our ma- 
terial needs. We must restructure our 
priorities." 


Another part of Jewish heritage is 


helping one another. Janis pointed out 
that many Jews are deeply involved 
in political and social welfare issues. 
"This is affirming Judaism in yet an- 
other way," she said. 


The Poplar Creek Unit of NCJW, 


for example, supports Shelter, Inc. 
(temporary foster homes for chil- 
dren); Laubach classes that teach 
English to foreign-speaking persons; 
the Ark, a social and welfare agency 
for Jews in Chicago. Members lend 
their support to Soviet Jews trying to 
leave Russia; recently they flooded 
President Carter with letters urging • 
him not to back down on the human 
rights issue; they sent numerous pro- 
tests to Northwestern University offi- 
cials protesting the employment of a 
Nazi teacher. 


MARILYN RUBEN, president of 


the Poplar Creek Unit, is also con- 
cerned about the loss of Jewish identi- 
ty, particularly among the children. 


"Many families don't try to give 


their children a Jewish education or 
background anymore," sha said. "If 
the parents don't care the kids won't 
care. When I was teaching at reli-

gious school, I asked one boy how he 
felt about his Jewish identity. He an- 
swered, 'I don't have any.' 


"I think it's the mother's responsi- 


bility to give her kids a decent reli- 
gious education. She should at least 
observe the traditions in her home." 


Janis Silverman is making sure her 


two little ones understand their heri- 
tage and practice religion along with 
their parents. Her son toddles around 
the house singing Passover songs. Her 
daughter, who has gained a certain 
amount of prestige with the pre-school 
crowd, passed around matzo pieces 
for all to try while her mother ex- 
plained in simplified form some of the 
Jewish traditions. 


JANIS KNOWS HER study course 


has helped her, and urges more wom- 
en to form such a group. 


"It has made me comfortable with 


my identity," she said. 
"I know 


what's right. I understand my history 
and what has happened to Jews in 
this country since they arrived as im- 
migrants." 


She pointed out that the American 


Jewish population is decreasing. 


"Through assimilation, through in- 


termarriage, through the low birth 
rage, Jews will constitute only about 
one per cent of the population in this 
country by the year 2000," she said. 


"We must preserve our heritage." 


Iran's libbers 
work to banish 
veil completely

Forty years ago, Shah Reza tried to ban the chador, the head-to- 


toe veil worn by Iranian women, by having police forcibly tear 
them off in the streets. 


All he succeeded in doing was to drive an entire generation of 


women off the streets into the seclusion of their homes. 


They stayed there until 1963 when the late shah's son and succes- 


sor, Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, launched a campaign for the 
emancipation'of women. At that time, women's rights were mainly 
limited to owning property and exercising a degree of authority 
over their households. 


Now women's liberation is well advanced in Iran. Women serve 


in the cabinet and in parliament and are increasingly welcomed on 
-an equal pay basis in government and business. 


In the streets of Tehran's middle-class districts, girls and 


young women freely exhibit their charms in hip-hugging jeans and 
tight-fitting sweaters — alongside many thousands who cling to the 
chador. 


•LEADER OF THE women's movement is Princess Ashraf Pah- 


lavi, the shah's twin sister who heads the Women's Organization 
of Iran, started in 1958. Tiie secretary general of the organization 
is Ms. Mahnaz Afkhami, who is aiso Iran's first Minister of State 
for Women's Affairs. She has her office in the prime minister's 
department. 


Ms. Afkhami said Princess Ashraf is determined that Iranian 


women shall be fully liberated by the end of the first Decade for 
Women in 1985. She said the goal of the women's organization is to 
put itself out of business by accomplishing all its objectives by 
that date. 


"We are hoping this will happen, but I think it is a little optimis- 


tic, like all of Iran's goals — a little hurried and a little overly 
optimistic," she said. "But I think it is not a bad goal because one 
tries haider." 


A lot of scene changing already has been accomplished since 


1963, when women were given the vote. 


Under a family law passed in 1967, and revised in 1975, a man 


can no longer gain freedom from an unwanted wife legally by 
simply incanting three times, "I divorce you." Divorce proceed- 
ings now follow the traditional lines of the West, with- women 
having equal rights in the legal process. 


SINCE 1963, WOMEN also have been allowed to join the 


judiciary and police force .and to serve in the Literacy Corps 
formed by the shah. They have begun participating in town council 
and comity council proceedings. 


Family protection laws have been revised to strengthen women's 


rights. A social service law assisting women has been passed. 
Family welfare centers have been opened. 


Two women have risen to cabinet rank and 22 recently won 


elective seats in the Majlis (parliament). The shah has appointed 
two of them senators among the 30 he chooses in the 60-member 
Senate. 


. Ms. Afkhami also cites these gains: 


• In the past 20 years literacy among females has increased 


from 8 to 32 per cent. In the seven to nine age group, the increase 
has been from 13.5 to 57 per cent. 


• The number of higher education graduates among women in 


the past six years has increased from 305 to 10,396. Girls comprise 
28 per cent of all students and 32 per cent of all graduates. 


• Five women serve as undersecretaries of ministries, 19 as 


directors general of ministerial departments, two as town gover- 
nors and 12 as district governors. 


• There are 31 women judges, 30 lawyers and 63 members of 


arbitration councils, five of them heads of the councils. 


Ms. Afkhami said some government officials remain resistant 


to change and argue, "Oh, there is no use to change the'laws, 
because first society should be ready. Its level of eduation should 
be ready. Its level of consciousness should be ready. Then the laws 
will come naturally." 


"We always say that's not so, that the law in itself will have to 


be a little ahead of the social outlook, not maybe tremendously 
ahead, but at least a bit, and it makes a great deal of difference in 
bringing about consciousness of women and their education," she 
said. 


She's an oil rig roustabout and she likes it fine

SABINE PASS, Tex. - The cussing stopped when 


Elizabeth King went to work on an oil company's 
platform 120 miles out in the Gulf of Mexico. But not 
for long. 


"I tell you one damned thing," she finally told one 


crewman. "I'll be glad when everybody starts cus- 
sing again. I don't know about you, but I miss 
mine." 


Miss King, 48, is not the first woman ever to work 


on one of the more than 2,000 exploration, drilling or 
oil and gas production platforms scattered across the 
northern Gulf. 


But she is the first woman offshore roustabout for 


the Sun Oil Co., and she and her fellow crew mem- 
bers like it fine. 


"As far as I'm concerned, it's worked out per- 


fect," said R. B. "Foots," Worster, foreman. "But it 
would depend on the woman. Long as they carry 
their end of the load, it don't make no difference to 
me." 


"LIZ WANTS to carry her weight," said operator 


Mike Burlin. "She works a helluva lot harder than 
some men." 


Miss King went to work offshore in February, af- 


ter working as an onshore roustabout for another 
company. 
N 


Her duties: checking oil or gas wells, making sure 


they operate properly, and helping fix them when 
they falter. 


The pay isn't bad. A roustabout gets $7.51 an hour 


with lots of built-in overtime because crews work 
seven days on and seven days off. 


If a crew is lucky enough to have a good cook, the 


food is good. But the food can be bad. The water can 
taste of rust. The work can be stultifyingly boring in 
stretches. Crewmen can grow tired of the same 
faces 24 hours a day, sever, days a week. 


Living quarters often include recreation rooms. 


But it's a lonely life. There's no guarantee a crew- 
man will be rotated ashore on time. The weather can 
sock in helicopters and boats. Crews occasionally are 
stuck for days, continuing to work while awaiting 
relief. 


"It was a challenge," said Miss King, who grew up 


in Mississippi and has worked from New Orleans to 
California to Alaska. 


HER NEW job is the latest in a string of traditio- 


nally unwomanly posts she has held since she was 
orphaned at age 18. In the 1950s, she panned for gold 
in Alaska. 


"I've always done different things for a female, 


but not just the ordinary things. I like knowing that 
I'm capable of doing almost anything I make up my 
mind to do. I like being active, doing physical things. 


"I never could fall in line," said Miss King, whose 


suntanned features and sunbleached hair top a lithe, 
5-foot 8-inch, 120-pound figure. 


She's no beauty queen, and the male crew mem- 


bers prefer surveying the softer curves of galley 
hand Sylvia Courville, 23. But Miss King retains an 
uncommon femininity despite muscles, overalls and 
boots. 


"With this time off, I can do the things I want to 


do. When I go home from here, I'm rested. After a 
good bath, bath, oil, bafh powder, smellin' good 
again, I'm ready to go." 


The things she wants to do include piano lessons, 


traveling,'a boy friend ("I keep a secret so they 
won't kid me") and even carting cord wood to New 
Orleans in her new pickup truck. - 


"There's so many things I want to do. I want to 


fly. I want to parachute jump. Ever day, I meet the 
sunrise, and I thank, 'Here's a whole new world out 
there for me today.' 


"I'VE BEEN discouraged at times," she admitted. 


"When I was a little girl, Little girls couldn't get jobs 
in the summer, couldn't even carry out a little old 
sack of groceries. 


"I got up my own job, carrying luggage at the 


train station. 


She came close to getting married once. 
"I got to the front porch of the justice of the peace, 


and I said, 'No, it would be a mistake.' I wanted to 
do things, and I knew I couldn't do these things if I 
was married." 


And she doesn't feel alone. 
"I love being around people. My family's close. 


Sometimes, out here, I feel a closeness to God I've 
never felt before. I think the men here like me, most 
of them like me. 


"You get so used to being discriminated against. 


To come out here, of all places, in the middle of the 
Gulf, in this strange new field, and to have all these 
men show all this kindness. It really touched me."

My husband says I 
am wrong, that the reason we have no sex life Is because I have 
had a hysterectomy and that I am no gund. He insists that once a 
woman has this operation she Is not a woman anymore. 


I do not feel that the operation had any effect on me. Instead I 


think it hlped and I have more of a desire for sex than before. 


This is making me extremely nervous and I find myserlf turning 


to eating for some satisfaction. Now I 4m gaining weight which I 
don't need as I already have high blood pressure. 


Your husband needs professional help and soon. You may both 


need some helpto improve your marriage. 


Your husband drinks far too much for his own health He would 


be classified as an alcoholic by many Alcohol is a serious prob- 
lem. The fourth most common cause of death in the United States 
in men between the ages of 35 and 54 is cirrhosis of the liver and 
60 per cent of these cases are caused by alcohol. 


The three packages of cigarets a day significantly increases the 


likelihood that he will have a heart attack, a stroke or drop dead 
— and at an early age. 


While I can't say what he associates with your hysterectomy, 


there is no reason such an operation should decrease his normal 
desire for sex. The removal of the uterus has no significant effect 
on the vaginal canal or any other aspect of a woman's ability to be 
a satisfactory sexual partner. 


Women react differently to the operation, but there is no physi- 


ological reason why a woman should not enjoy sex as much as 
before the operation. Most women respond as you have. The 
freedom from the fear of pregnancy often enhances a woman's 
desire.

It is 
all too complicated to solve without good personal professional 
guidance 


I think you should encourage your husband to seek professional 


help He may wish to see his family doctor as a starting place. His 
habits are harmful to his health and t^e situation you describe is 
not normal.

Dear Dorothy: A friend who knows I have to watch my sodium 


intake sent me the following' chicken recipe. It's so good I thought 
you might like to try it and maybe use it in your column. Melt a 
half-stick of unsalted margarine in a large, shallow baking dish. 
Add to it a chicken, cut into serving pieces, turning each piece to 
coat with the fat. Then sprinkle regular poultry seasoning on both 
sides, plus tarragon and garlic powder Bake, uncovered, for about 
one hour at 350 degrees, or until done. Then mix one-half cup sour 
cream with one-fourth cup grated Parmesan, add at to the pan 
drippings, mix and pour over the chicken. Heat another five min- 
utes.

'Today' team runs smooth show here 


It was business as usual for the "Today Show" 


crew, but Chicago was engrossed. 


Rarely is a network program produced in the Mid- 


west between the two elite entertainment coasts. 


The fact that NBC's morning news show of 25 


years originated from Chicago three days this week 
is important. Chances are much of Chicagoland was 
too sleepy-eyed in the early morning hours when the 
program was being aired to fully appreciate what 
was going on. 


THE TWO-HOUR BROADCASTS from 7 to 9 a.m. 


since Monday have been filled with short reports on 
multi-faceted aspects of the city with broad shoul- 
ders. Studs Terkel, Chicago crime, the city's black 
and ethnic populations, Sir George Solti of the Chi- 
cago Symphony Orchestra, Gov. James Thompson, 
landmarks, museums and Tuesday's Chicago mayor- 
al primary all got a share of the action. 


The writers, researchers, directors, producers and 


cameramen who put their heads together each day 
following the broadcast to work on the next day's 
product really did a noteworthy job. 


The "Today Show" came across like a well-oiled 


machine in Chicago. 


Where the "Today Show" has provided an in-depth 


look at Chicago, NBC's late-night "Tomorrow Show" 
barely plans to scratch the surface of what makes 
the city tick during its live broadcasts Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday next Week. Host Tom Sny- 
der plans to broadcast from the Pump Room, a disco 
and the WMAQ-TV studios, interviewing mainly 
prominent Chicagoans and celebrities. 


"1 NEVER SAW Chicago from this side of the 


clock," said Jane Pauley at the start of the "Today 
Show's" second hour Monday morning. "The Chi- 
cago Bulls lost again. Some things never change." 


Floyd Kalber, the show's newcaster who was a 


night news anchor for WMAQ-TV in Chicago for 
nearly 17 years, talks to the show's host Tom Bro- 
kaw about how Chicago and New York compare with 
each other. 


It is a relaxed, confident air despite the four mon- 


ster-like television cameras that seem to besiege the 
studio set and the bright ceiling lights that glare 
overhead. 


BROKAW IS A STEADY navigator of this tight 


ship, a very professional journalist who is thrown off 
base by nothing. He became the program's sole host 
in August 1976 after serving as NBC's White House 
correspondent and NBC's Saturday night news an- 
chor. 


Ad-libbing for the "Today" team seems to flow 


easily between scripted words and directions, 


The man who's responsible for the timing and pace 


is the program's floor director, transported from the 
show's home base in New York for the special Chi- 
cago broadcasts. 
" THE FLOOR DIRECTOR works behind the scenes 
but in full view of Brokaw, Pauley, Kalber and Lew 
Wood, the show's weatherman and general an- 
nouncer. Critic Gene .Shalit, also a member of the 
show's on-air staff, didn't come to Chicago. 


He's constantly counting off numbers aloud, shoot- 


ing up fingers to count off minutes silently, holding 
up directional signs, pointing and darting around the 
cameras to make sure the proper cut aways are 
made to station breaks and that the stars of the 
show are prepared to go back on the air when the 
commercials are finished. 


The technical and on-air crews of the "Today 


Show" are casual between taped and commercial 
segments. 
Then a uniform "Shhh..." runs through 


the WMAQ-TV studios in the Merchandise Mart 
where the show is originating from while in Chicago 
and everyone readies himself for the most vul-

nerable kind of television — the live broadcast, 


"I READ THAT ALL wrong, but I have another 


one coming up," says Wood. 


"We have a tease (a stay-tuned ploy) and then a 


station break next?" Brokaw asks the floor director. 


Ms. Pauley adjusts her earphone and asks about 


when she's supposed to leave for the Museum of 
Science and Industry where she will make a live 
minicam report. 


That's what the television viewers don't hear, and 


what they never see is the amount of precise, organ- 
ized and professional work that goes on behind the 
scenes to make the show a leader in early morning 
broadcasts. 


Paul Friedman, executive producer of the "Today 


Show" has a lot to do with that. He is attempting to 
gradually give the show a new direction and energy 
with a guicker pace and younger blood line. 


Network television kept Chicago in mind this time 


around. It was nice having the "Today Show" team 
on our ground and it's nice to know the good people 
of the Midwest can attract something more than 
"Evel Knivel's Death Defaers" at the International 
Ampitheatre in the area of broadcast opportunities. 
HIGHLIGHTS:

• "Mysteries of the Great Pyramid" today at 7 


p.m. on Channel 2 is a one-hour special, with actor 
Omar Sharif as host, that explores the enigmas of 
Egypt's Great Pyramid of Giza. The program in 
eludes panoramic film of the mystic Egyptian land- 
scape, a cross section of conflicting and con- 
troversial theories that explain the construction and 
purpose of the pyramid, and historic pictures of the 
1922 opening of King Tut's treasure-filled tomb. 


The special also devotes some time to the recent

on display at Chicago's Field Museum. You may 
gawk over the aging of Sharif, once a notorious play- 
boy who lavished his money on pretty girls.

An 
air conditioner with an EER number of 8 or 
above will be thrifty for you electrically. 


The EER number is computed by 


dividing the BTUs by the walls. A 12,000- 
BTU unit that uses 1500 watts will rate an 8. 
If the EER doesn't appear on the lag or metal 
nameplate, use this simple formula yourself. 
It's a worthwhile exercise that can pay off 
in electric dollar savings over the long run. 
Don't buy too much capacity. 
Surprisingly, an air conditioner that's too - 
big usually won't keep you as comfortable 
as a smaller unit. 


So measure the space to be cooled before 


you go to the dealer. Also note any doors 
that might let cool air escape, or windows 
that might let direct sunlight in. The dealer 
will have charts to translate your notes into 
the right air conditioner selection. 


And remember to keep the filter clean. 


Check your owner's manual to see if you 


should vacuum it or wash it. In either case, 
a good periodic cleaning will make your 
air conditioner more efficient, and-save 
you money.

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Siveathogs—kids with no dead ends

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Since the 


Our Gang comedies blossomed in si- 
lent films, bands of ragamuffin rap- 
scallions have delighted American au- 
diences in movies and on TV. 


There were the Dead End Kids in 


movies who became the East Side 
Kids and Bowery Boys. 


Television still plays the Our gang 


shorts under the title of "The Little 
Rascals." 'The Bowery Boys" are re- 
run until the sprocket holes wear out. 


THE OUR GANG tots were capti- 


vating amateurs. Some of the Dead 
End Kids were pulled off New York 
streets to become Instant stars. 


Latest of the gang comedy suc- 


cesses is the scruffy bunch of "sweat- 
hogs" in the "Welcome Back, Hotter" 
television series. 


Unlike their predecessors, they are 


educated, professional actors. 


Their spiritual leader on screen is 


Gabe Kaplan, experienced nightclub 
comedian who plays the role of high 
school teacher to the nincompoop 
sweathogs. 


The sweathogs — Robert Hegyes 


(Epstein), Lawrence Jacobs (Wash- 
ington), Ron Palillo (Horshack) and 
John Travolta (Barbarino) — repre- 
sent the lowest social, economic and 
intellectual strata in school 


They are clearly on a par with the 


Dead End Kids as goof-offs, and 
somewhat more endearing In their 
own slobbering ways. 


THE SWEATHOGS may escape the 


litany of misery — assaults, arrests, 
divorces and early deaths — that 
haunted many of the Our Gang and 
Dead End Kid members, who were 
unable to handle youthful fame and 
its subsequent flame out. 


Hegyes, who plays the half-Jewish, 


halt-Puerto Rican Juan Epstein in 
"Welcome Back, Kotter," thinks he 
and his costars are better prepared 


for the vicissitudes of stardom than 
the other gangs. 


"In the beginning Viewers thought 


we were four kids hauled off the 
streets, type cast and prompted in our 
lines," he said, laughing. "It's really 
a testimony to our acting abilities that 
we're so convincing. 


"We've had about 30 years acting 


experience among us. But TV is such 
a powerful medium it convinces peo- 
ple they're watching real human 
beings, not actors. 


"Ron Palillo and I are both college 


graduates. The only high school drop- 
out is Travolta and he's been a profes- 
sional actor for at least six years. 


' . . T H E SECRET TO successful 


group or gang comedy is that every 
member has to have a distinct person- 
ality and appeal. Viewers have their 
favorite sweathogs for different rea- 
sons. 


"Individually, the four of us haven't 


got much in common except we're 
young and we're actors. 


"We're each on a different trip. Ron" 


and Larry are both artists. Travolta 
Is into music. And I'm a jock; I love 
tennis and golf. 


"When the show started we were 


groping for an identity as a gang and 
for individuality in our roles. We 
thought of the Marx Brothers who 
took logical situations and turned 
them into chaos using four-beat come- 
dy. 


"James Komack, our producer, has 


a real feeling for casting. After he 
picked the four of us he was told the 
public wouldn't buy these tough, 
dumb, poor kids. He told the network, 
'Trust me.1" 


Hegyes, whose father is of Hun- 


garian extraction and his mother Ital- 
ian, was asked how he and the others 
proposed to break the sweathog image 
to build their careers once the series 
is off the air.

When the army left, the bawdy 


houses remained. Until well into the 
20th century, the red light district was 
known as "the Division" and its in- 
habitants were called "hookers."

Proposed law would slow 
down hospital cost hikes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The ad- 


ministration is circulating draft legis- 
lation to curb hospital costs which 
•would exempt from controls any pub- 
lic hospitals, apparently including vet- 
erans' and Public Health Service fa- 
cilities. 


The draft calls for private hospital 


administrators to make public their 
annual wages and carries a provision 
for terminating a hospital's participa- 
tion in Medicare or Medicaid. 


The legislative outline, entitled Hos- 


pital Cost Containment Act of 1977, 
was prepared by the Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare and is circu- 
lating among some private health or- 
ganizations and congressional offices. 


A copy was made available to UPI 


by a nongovernment source. 


PRESIDENT CARTER proposed a 


clampdown on hospital costs in his 
budget for fiscal 1978, saying tax- 
payers could save $829 million dur- 
ing the first year if a 9 per cent ceil- 
ing was imposed on increases. These 
costs have been increasing in recent 
years at an annual rate of IS per cent. 


Obituaries 


The proposal leaves blank certain 


percentages to be used in determining 
how much hospital costs would be 
allowed to increase. But it does pro- 
vide insight into the way the adminis- 
tration is shaping the bill with provi- 
sion that: 


• An institution is not considered a 


hospital under the bill if it is owned 
by a state, county, municipal or other 
governmental unit or if it provides 
services to the public generally as a 
community institution or agency. 


• Governors of states already'hav- 


ing hospital cost controls could 
request exemptions from certain pro- 
visions.of the bill. 


The bill proposes that Congress 


create "a transitional system of hospi- 
tal cost containment" as a-forerunner 
to national health insurance.

al would be required, as a condition of 
participation in the Medicare and Me- 
dicaid programs, to make public such 
information as the 
administrator's 


salary,' average semi-private room 


rates and the charges for its most- 
• used services. 


The HEW secretary would have au- 


thority to grant exceptions from the 
limits to individual hospitals for a 
specified period. 


AN HEW SPOKESWOMAN said the 


draft was "out of date .. . There have 
been major changes since that early 
draft and any story based on it will be 
'incorrect." 


She said the draft proposal was pre-' 


pared within the last few weeks and. 
that a final version is expected to be 
announced by the White House next 
week. 


Major sections of the proposal have 


been withdrawn and others have been 
changed, she said, but declined to 
give any specifics.' 


But she did say this is the only draft 


that has been prepared. 


The sources said it was the only 


copy they had seen and officials of the 
American Hospital Assn. were meet- 
ing in Chicago Tuesday to discuss the 
propoposal.

He lived a 
fruitful life and even managed to 
make a moderate success of his base- 
ball career, but Fred admitted long 
afterward that he never really en- 
joyed the game after 1908.

WHAT IS NATURAL GAS? 
Natural gas is one of the most im- 


portant things you can imagine. We use 
it for heating many of our homes In- 
dustry depends on it for just about every- 
thing that is produced in our factories 
— all the way from the making of cloth 
and plastics to all types of metal prod- 
ucts. And, as everybody knows, we are 
now faced with a shortage. We must use 
it wisely. 


Natural gas is the energy of the sun 


that has been stored in the ground for a 
long time. It is found where we obtain 
petroleum. Gas and oil were made 
many millions of years ago when dead 
plants and animals were buried under 
rock during the time when great changes 
were being made in the earth's surface. 


Decaying bodies became gas and oil 


through a slow chemical change. Rock 
in layers has held the gas and oil in 
pools or thick beds of sand. 


Natural gas is found in the United 


States, Canada and many other parts 
of the world. It is fighter than air and 
has no color or odor. It is mostly 
methane, which means that one atom of 
carbon is combined with four atoms of 
hydrogen. When methane burns, it com- 
bines with the oxygen of the air to give 
off heat. In burning, it forms two other 
odorless and colorless gases, carbon 
dioxide and water vapor. 


The first American natural gas well 


was drilled in Fredonia, N.Y., in 1821. 
In 1859 Edwin L, Drake drilled an oil 
well in Titusville, Pa., and the rush was 
on. Lots of natural gas was found with 
the oil, but it took a number of years be- 
fore men learned how to use it well. 


About 1920 the largest fields of natural 


gas were discovered in the Monroe field 
in Louisiana, the Panhandle in Texas 
and the Hugoton in Kansas. Most of the 
natural gas of the United States is in 
Texas and the nearby states along the 
Gulf Coast. Western Canada also has 
large natural gas fields, especially in 
the Turner Valley of Alberta. 


Natural gas is also found in the Middle 


East, South America and Mexico, but 
there is none in the British Isles. In 
Europe, gas must be manufactured from 
coal and oil. 


Pipes are used to move natural gas 


from the fields to distant cities. Strong 
pipes that can hold high pressures were 
developed by the steel men about 1930 
that made it possible to move natural 
gas from Texas to the northern Mid- 
west. 


First pipelines were laid between 1870 


and 1880 but were only a few inches in 
diameter and only a few miles long.

"I'm really pretty happy," Bolek 


said unconvincingly. "I think things 
worked out for the best." He said he 
will now have more time to spend 
with his family. 


The serious celebrating, however, 


was at Romano's restaurant, 1396 
Oakton St., where Volberding's sup- 
porters gathered to celebrate. 


THERE WERE MANY city employ- 


es, all saying that Herb was going to 
make things better. 


"He'll give us a more secure air. 


There's going to be harmony within 
the city employes now," said public 
works employe Bob Olson. 


Volberding workers credited 
the 


victory to a grass roots organization. 


Campaign manager Mike Albrecht 
said more than 200 persons turned out 
Tuesday I > work for their candidate. 


"People felt the city council wasn't

Daniel Dowd, the 24-year-old son of

student, emerged first in a field of 
five candidates with 2,992 votes.

Wright 
gathered 9,125 votes and Keane re- 
ceived 4,405. 


Finishing behind Dowd and Me- 


senbrink for the contested seat were 
Kenneth Mowbray, 45, with 740 votes, 
and Richard B. Gould, 30, with 608 
votes. 


Dowd will serve the four years left 


in the six-year term of former Co'mr. 
Thomas Mahon, who resigned earlier 
this year for business reasons. 


Wright and Keane both will serve 


six-year terms. 


Dowd has worked as park district 


superintendent of seasonal recreation 
programs for the past eight years. 


"I come with a view of the parents 


and children who participate in the 
park programs," Dowd said. "Since 
my involvement, I've noticed a reduc- 
tion in existing programs, both in 
number and quality. I would like to 
maintain and increase the quality of 
programs." 


He pledged to foster more coopera- 


tion between the school and park dis- 
tricts, saying use of school facilities 
would allow expansion of park pro- 
grams. 


Dowd expects to earn a law degree 


from DePaul in June, 1978.

33 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
plans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined in a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


Ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American people," 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-I11., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
it's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from'the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state.. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that 'get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the size of the taxes, or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long -pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory appliance standards for 
energy efficiency.

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Mail carriers will continue to picket 


the Roselle Post Office until manage- 
ment agrees to negotiate its order 
that carriers take shortcuts across 
lawns, a union official Tuesday said. 


The picketing has not affected mail 


deliveries, said Roselle Postmaster 
Edward Budzyn, and the postal ser- 
vice has no intention of negotiating its 
shortcut order. 


The dispute centers on the postal 


service's order that carriers save 
time by cutting across the lawns be- 
tween houses, but each side offers a 
different version of the rule. 


DON CALDERONE, president of 


Local 825 of the National Assn. of Let- 
ter Carriers, said carriers have been 
ordered to continue taking shortcuts 
even after homeowners have objected. 


"The homeowner has to call the 


post office and complain," he said. 
"And then he has to fill out a form I 
think it's called an 1147 — and send it 
back before the carrier is allowed to 
go back to using the sidewalks. 


"I've had carriers who come back 


and say, 'This lady doesn't want, me 
on her lawn,' and the supervisor just 
says 'We don't have a card on file.' " 


ICC urges rail crossing repairs 


The two railroads that own tracks 


running through Des Plaines have 
been urged by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission to repair rough cross- 
Ings, said Ray L. Peterson, chief rail- 
road engineer for the commission. 


In a letter to Mayor Charles J. Bo- 


lek, Peterson said the commission has 
told officials of the Soo Line Railroad 
Co. and the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. to repair several crossings in 
Des Plaines that have become hazard- 
ous to automobiles.

35 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority tp add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to Cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prkes no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products, Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently, uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling

• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. .

35 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
plans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined in a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American, people," 
Rep. Abner Mlkva, D-I11., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
it's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline-consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not- describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing Contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the size of the taxes or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory appliance standards for 
energy efficiency. 


Aside from widespread hostility to 


the gasoline tax proposal, which sev- 
eral lawmakers said Congress prob- 
ably will reject, virtually the only 
opposition to Carter's plan came from 


representatives of oil producing states 
who said too little emphasis was 
placed on expanding domestic produc- 
tion. 


Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said 


the proposals would be "for the coun- 
try, a disaster; for our state, a ca- 
tastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 


House Speaker Thomas O'Neill 


urged fellow lawmakers to forsake 
parochialism in dealing with Carter's 
energy program, but predicted the 
controversial, plan will provoke "the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had."

Howard Baker of Tennessee promised 
he and other GOP members of Con- 
gress "will agree with as much as we 
can," although he voiced flat opposi- 
tion to a. gasoline tax hike.

Carter's outline of the fuel supply 
crisis and his tough measures to cope 
with it had convinced them to put the 
energy needs above other concerns of 
their constituents.

portion of the rental fee charged to 
NSSEO by Mount Prospect Dist. 57, 
which owns the Gregory building. 


BRIGGS SAID district lawyers are 


being consulted to determine whether 
Dist. 54 legally can withdraw its be- 
haviorally disordered children from 
thea NSSEO program. The district has 
a contract with NSSEO

gram could be less restrictive here," 
he said.

35 Congressmen get preview of 'tough9 energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
plans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined in a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American people," 
Rep. Abner Mlkva, D-I11., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
it's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which- Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices'on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back, from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on' gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the size of the taxes or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 


~ ral gas, .but phased in over a long .pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal, transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory' appliance standards for 
energy efficiency. 


Aside from widespread hostility to 


the gasoline tax proposal, which sev- 
eral lawmakers said Congress prob- 
ably will reject, virtually the only 
opposition to Carter's plan came from 


representatives of oil producing states 
who said too little emphasis was 
placed on expanding domestic produc- 
tion. 


Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said 


the proposals would be "for the coun- 
try, a disaster; for our state, a ca- 
tastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 


House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill 


urged fellow lawmakers to forsake 
parochialism in dealing with Carter's 
energy program, but predicted the 
controversial plan will provoke "the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had." 


SENATE 
REPUBLICAN Leader 


Howard Baker of Tennessee promised 
he and other GOP members of Con- 
gress "will agree with as much as we 
can," although he voiced flat opposi- 
tion to a gasoline tax hike. 


Some U.S. lawmakers even said 


Carter's outline, of the fuel supply 
crisis and his tough measures to cope 
with it had convinced them to put the 
energy needs above other concerns of 
their constituents. 


"This Will affect tourism adversely, 


and the production people don't like 
it," said Rep. Teno Roncalio. D-Wyo., 
whose state has both tourist attrac- 
tions and energy reserves. "But I 
think I am going to support the Presi- 
dent fully, because he is right." 


Schlesinger's White House meeting 


with some 35 Democrats and Republi- 
cans, less than half the number in- 
vited, set the stage for Carter to an- 
nounce his entire new policy tonight 
before a nationally televised joint ses- 
sion of Congress.

Rosalynn Carter expects her 


husband to lose some popularity 
because of the energy sacrifices 
he is asking people to make but 
she said Tuesday if Americans 
trust the President and the gov- 
ernment they will respond. 


"The energy situation is criti- 


cal," she said. "We have to do 
something about it." 


Mrs. Carter told reporters be- 


fore Carter outlined the nation's 
energy problems in a televised ad- 
dress Monday night, she and staff 
members went over the speech 
•with him line by line and sug- 
gested some changes. 


SHE SAID SHE told Carter, 


"how he could say it so I could 
understand it and if I could under- 
stand it, everybody else can." 


Mrs. Carter was in Chicgo Tues- 


day to preside over a three-hour 
meeting of the President's Com- 
mission on Mental Health and to 
tour the Institute of Psychiatry at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 


She said, as honorary chairman 


of the commission, she will take 
an active role in preparing a re- 
port on the nation's mental health 
problems for the President and 
thinks by focusing attention on the 
problem she can help more Amer- 
ican families deal with their emo- 
tional crises. 


A highlight of her Chicago trip 


was a tour of an unusual psy- 
chiatric hospital whose patients 
include the "Gold Coast" rich, 
skid row winos and residents of a 
black housing project.

Psychiatric Instiute has no bars 
on the windows and nurses dress 
in street clothes. 


SINCE THE institute receives 


federal funds, it must treat any- 
one who asks for help from a sur- 
r o u n d i n g area encompassing 


167,000 persons. That territory in- 
cludes the "Gold Coast" along 
Chicago's lakefront, a skid row 
slum west of the loop and the 
large Cabrini-Green housing proj- 
ect. 


Several hundred Northwestern 


medical students were on hand to 
protest a 57 per cent tuition in- 
crease at the medical school — a 
hike that they say will result in 
higher doctor bills and fewer phy- 
sicians in places where they are 
needed most. 


"Mrs. Carter is concerned with 


the quality of health care in this 
country, and increasing tuition 
here is going to further the elitism 
of the medical profession," ex- 
plained Nathan Beraha, a mem- 
ber of the medical school's stu- 
dent senate. 


The students want Mrs. Carter 


to investigate the university's use 
of federal funds in light of a 
$2,505-a-year tuition increase at 
the Northwestern Medical school. 
Tuition is being raised from $4,350 
a year currently to $6,885. The in- 
crease makes Northwestern the

most expensive' medical 


school in the country. 


"STUDENTS ARE BEING la- 


den with debts of $20,000 to 
$30,000, and as a result are forced 
to go into lucrative private prac- 
tices instead of providing primary 
health care to the people who 
need it," .said Ralph Harder, a 
freshman at thejnedical school. 


Large tuition "debts lead to high- 


er prices for medical services and 
also work against physicians who 
might want to practice in doctor- 
starved rural and inner city 
areas, Harder said. 


Middleclass and lower-income 


families will be unable to send 
their sons and daughters to medi- 
cal schools with high tuitions, Ber- 
aha said. 


Mail carriers will continue to picket 


the Roselle Post Office until manage- 
ment agrees to negotiate its order 
that carriers take shortcuts across 
lawns, a union official Tuesday said. 


The picketing has not affected mail 


deliveries, said Roselle Postmaster 
Edward Budzyn, and the postal ser- 
vice has no Intention of negotiating its 
shortcut order. 


The dispute centers on the postal 


service's order that carriers save 
time by cutting across the lawns be- 
tween houses, but each side offers a 
different version of the rule. 


DON CALDERONE, president of 


Local 825 of the National Assn. of Let- 
ter Carriers, said carriers have been 
ordered to continue taking shortcuts 
even after homeowners have objected. 


"The homeowner has to call the 


post office and complain," he said. 
"And then he has to fill out a form I 
think it's called an 1147 — and send it 
back before the carrier is allowed to 
go ba"k to using the sidewalks. 


"I've had carriers who come back 


and say, 'This lady doesn't want me 
on her lawn,' and the supervisor just 
says 'We don't have a card on file." " 


Calderone said carriers who inform 


their customers of the procedure risk 
being reprimanded for "maligning the 
postal service." 


BUDZYN, HOWEVER, denied all 


that. 


"I've never heard of this form," he 


said. "If the homeowner doesn't want 
the carrier on his lawn, he can just 
write a letter or call us Jor tell the 
carrier who'll notify the supervisor. 
We'd rather have it in writing, but it 
doesn't have to be." 


Budzyn said the shortcut order is 


not a mater for negotiations because a 
1975 contract approved by the union 
and the postal service agreed to a 
"requirement that letter carriers take 
shortcuts 
in those 
circumstances 


where no safety hazards exist and the 
customer does not object." 


CALDERONE SAID the shortcuts 


also increase the risk of injuries to 
the carrier and lawsuits against the 
homeowner. 


He acknowledged that many car- 


riers were taking shortcuts before 
Budzyn issued his order. "But we don't 
feel that the USPS can take over pri- 
vate property like this," he said. 
"We feel they should ask the home- 
owners for permission to cross the 
lawns, not make them object." 


Approximately 160 carriers stood in 


picket lines Monday, he said, and 
about 100 continued the picketing 


Tuesday. Most were from Schaum- 
burg, Hoffman Estates and Roselle, 
he said, but a few came from Arling- 
ton Heights, Palatine and as far away 
as Waukegan where, carriers fear

Hodlmair said the budget, which is 


3 per cent more than last year's, will 
cause no increase in taxes or fees for 
park programs and in some cases, 
fees will decrease.

11 per cent pay increases for the dis- 
trict's 13 full-time employes. 


Park District Supt. Stephen Person 


said the increases are merit raises 
and will vary according to an em- 
ploye's performance. The board is not 
granting cost of living raises as in the 
past.

will determine his raise. He declined 
to say how much he is seeking. 


The proposed budget has no funds 


for the purchase, rental or renovation 
of Cardinal Drive School, 2200 Cardin- 
al Dr., but .officials still will not say 
the issue is dead: They say the park 
district cannot afford to buy or lease 
the building and currently cannot af- 
ford the $62,000 in renovation costs.

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Village GOP makes clean sweep

Palatine Republicans will continue 


their dominance of the village board 
following a sweeping victory Tuesday 
of five posts including village presi- 
dent, village clerk and three trustee 
seats. All terms are for four years. 


In the race for village president, 


Robert J. 
Guss, one-term GOP 


trustee, defeated Trustee Fred M. Za- 
jonc, of the Citizens Party of Pala- 
tine, by about 515 votes, according to 
unofficial totals. With all 15 polling 
places reporting, Guss received 2,359 
votes to Zajonc's 1,844 votes. The 
turnout was estimated at 26 per cent 
of the 16,000 registered voters, 


Guss won 10 of 15 polling places and 


he succeeded in doing well in the Win- 
ston Park area, where Zajonc lives. 
He tost by less than 100 votes in Za- 
jonc's home precinct area, while he 
defeated Zajonc by more than 200 
votes, almost a 5-to-l margin, in his 
own home precinct polling place in 
Northvlew. 


JOINING GUSS in victory were in- 


cumbent Trustees Richard W. Fonte 
and James L. Shaw and newcomer 
Donna Kaminski, only the second 
woman ever elected to the village 
board. Carol Bracci easily defeated 
her 21-year-old challenger from the 
Citizens Party slate, Judith A. Nelson, 
2,477 to 1,628 votes. 


Shaw was the top vote getter among 


all trustee candidates with 2,406 votes. 
Fonte received 2,286 votes and Mrs.

Kaminski received 2,200 votes. 


John F. Matthew, trustee candidate 


on the Citizens Party ticket, was the 
next highest vote getter with 1,677 
votes. He was followed by John E. 
Zenner with 1,610 votes and Jo Anne 
Youman, 1,580 votes. 


Independent trustee candidate Pa- 


tricia Miramonti received 525 votes. 


Guss, who celebrated his 42nd birth- 


day Tuesday, said the victory was 
achieved through the work of hun- 
dreds of volunteers. 


"IT WAS A LONG, hard campaigny 


and it was the effort of all our parts 
and not one person," Guss said. "It 
was an all-out effort and we made it a 
people-oriented campaign. Nobody sat 
in a chair and did nothing. They were 
all out there working the precincts." 


Fonte, who was elected to a second 


four-year-term, said the race was won 
through personal contact with the vot- 
ers. 


"I think it is a mandate to continue 


the policies of the Wendell Jones ad- 
ministration," he said. Jones, out- 
going village president, chose not to 
seek reelection. 


Mrs. Kaminski, who will begin her 


first term on the board, said she was 
"overwhelmed and very surprised" 
by her victory. Shaw called the win a 
victory for the people. "I'm gratified 
that the people want us back," he 
said. 


Zajonc, who will remain on the vil- 


lage board to complete the last two 
years of his term as trustee, said his 
slate was unable to overcome the 
strength of the Republican Party. 


"I'm sorry the slate lost because I 


thought we had some excellent people, 
but apparently we were not about to 
overcome the Republican organiza- 
tion," Zajonc said. "They're tough " 


ZAJONC SAID he plans to remain 


on the board as part of the "loyal op- 
position." He said he and Trustee- 
Bryan P. Coughlin, a one-time GOP 
faithful who has broken with the par- 
ty, will work together.

Local GOP chorus cheers 'four more years9

"Did I hear someone here say four 


more years?" 


Dick Fonte's question brought a 


chorus of cheers Tuesday night at 
Palatine Republican headquarters 
where a happy victorious GOP slate 
had gathered early. 


The totals for Fonte and his fellow 


victors were impressive and although 
not as large a margin as four-years 
ago, the win still was sweet. 


FOR ROBERT J. GUSS, village- 


president elect, it was a special day 
on two accounts, for on his 42nd birth- 
day, victory was the only real present 
he wanted. 


Guss had been worried about the 


outcome of his race with Fred H. Za- 
jonc but from the moment the first 
returns came in, he showed no sign of 
nerves 


F'olhng place 15, including "bellwe- 


ther" precinct 32, came in first, set- 
ting the pace for the night. The Re- 
publicans were confident of 25 "sure" 
votes in 15." Guss received 40. 


It was a pattern which carried 


through in other polling places as well 
and even where the GOP lost to its 
opponents and the Citizens Party of 
Palatine ticket, the margin of defeat 
was small enough to bring many 
cheers from party workers -as did the 


winning precincts. 


CRAMPED GOP quarters at 331 W. 


Northwest Hwy. didn't bother the 
winners or the workers. 


"We need tagger headquarters or a 


smaller party," GOP patriarch Vil- 
lage Pres Wendell E Jones yelled 
from across the room. "You want to 
become a Democrat," John Serio, 
GOP Palatine Township Trustee said. 
"No, I think I'll become an indepen- 
dent," the retiring Jones retorted with 
a laugh. 


At the Citizens Party headquarters 


at the Pickwick House Restaurant 
about a mile away, defeat was being 
taken in stride. 


Zajonc, who will continue on the vil- 


lage board to complete the remaining 
two years of his trustee term, poured 
champagne into punch bowls and 
urged workers and friends to stay. 


IT WAS THE FIRST time he had 


tasted defeat He did it with dignity. 


"I don't know what the difference 


was," he said. "I guess we didn't get 
out soon enough or work hard 
enough." 


Zajonc's headquarters was graced 


with a familiar yet unexpected face 
Tuesday raght as Trustee Bryan P. 
Coughlin, twice elected on the GOP 
banner, joined the losers at their par- 
ty. 


Coughlin had endorsed Zajonc and 


two members of the independent 
slate. And if any doubt remained as to 
where he stands with the regular Re- 
publican organization, his presence at 
Zajonc's headquarters put an end to 
the speculation. 


"I'm going to be a Republican until 


the day I die but in terms of the local 
party, there's no way I'm going to be 
welcomed back with open arms," he 
said.

Heavy support in their home pre- 


cincts carried Siegmar Olaf Schneider 
and John Ungerman to victory Tues- 
day in the Salt Creek Park Board 
election. 


Schneider's 191 votes turned back 


write-in candidate Thomas A. Hanna- 
gan, who tallied 120, and Eveline 
Stenzel, with 66, for a six-year term 
on the board, 


Ungerman, the top vote getter, beat 


write-in candidate Mary Ann Heiber- 
ger for a two-year term on the board 
206 to 128. 


Schneider's 141 votes in his home 


precinct, the Winston Park area, sur- 
passed the entire vote total of Hanna- 
gan. 


"That shows the people who have 


known me the longest believe in me," 
Schneider said. 


Schneider said his immediate con- 


cerns as a commissioner will be to 
begin canoeing and soccer programs. 


SCHNEIDER SAID he was es- 


pecially appreciative of the 
'tre- 


mendous support of the youngsters" 
during the campaign, and pledged to 
"improve and begin some more ex- 
citing programs" for them. 


Ungerman, who was appointed to 


the board to fill a vacancy, said he 
"enjoyed the campaign and I'm very 
thankful." 


"It turned out well and I'm very 


pleased with it," Ungerman said The 
people voted for the one they thought 
was the most qualified and would 
work hard. I think I am both and I 
will work hard on the board " 


Ungerman pointed to his narrow 


victory in the Rose Park area, the 
home precinct of Mrs. Heiberger, as 
the key to his victory even though he 
beat her 67 to 7 in his home precinct, 
South Park in Rolling Meadows. 


While the Salt Creek Park Board 


gained two commissioners Tuesday, it 
also lost one. Comr. Thomas Menzel 
was elected alderman in Rolling 
Meadows and said he will resign from 
his park post rather than serve on two 
boards. 


Gibbons, Haddock win park bids

33 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
plans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined in a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


Ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American people," 
Rep. Abner Mlkva, D-I11., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
it's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• t . 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the size of the taxes or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory appliance standards for 
energy efficiency. 


Aside from widespread hostility to 


the gasoline tax proposal, which 'sev- 
eral lawmakers said Congress prob- 
ably will reject, virtually the only 
opposition to Carter's plan came from 


representatives of oil producing states 
who said too little emphasis was 
placed on expanding domestic produc- 
tion. 


Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said 


the proposals would be "for the coun- 
try, a disaster; for our state, a ca- 
tastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 


House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill 


urged fellow lawmakers to forsake 
parochialism in dealing with Carter's 
energy program, but predicted the 
controversial plan will provoke "the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had." 


SENATE 
REPUBLICAN Leader 


Howard Baker of Tennessee promised 
he and other GOP members of Con- 
gress "will agree with as much as we 
can," although he voiced flat opposi- 
tion to a gasoline tax hike. 


Some U.S. lawmakers, even said 


Carter's outline of the fuel supply 
crisis and his tough measures to cope 
with it had convinced them to put the 
energy needs above other concerns of 
their constituents. 


"This will affect tourism adversely, 


and the production people don't like 
it," said Rep. Teno Roncalio, D-Wyo., 
whose state has both tourist attrac- 
tions and energy reserves. "But I 
think I am going to support tHr Presi- 
dent fully, because he is right." 


Schlesinger's While House meeting 


with some 35 Democrats and Republi- 
cans, less than half the number in- 
vited, set the stage for Carter to an- 
nounce his entire new policy tonight 
before a nationally televised joint ces- 
sion of Congress.

Rosalynn Carter expects her 


husband to lose some popularity 
because of the energy sacrifices 
he is asking people to make but 
she said Tuesday if Americans 
trust the President and the gov- 
ernment they will respond. 


"The energy situation is criti- 


cal," she said. "We have to do 
something about it." 


Mrs. Carter told reporters be- 


fore Carter outlined the nation's 
energy problems in a televised ad- 
dress Monday night, she and staff 
members went over the speech 
with him line by line and sug- 
gested some changes. 


SHE: SAID SHE told Carter, 


"how 
he could say it so I could 


understand It and if I could under- 
stand It. everybody else can." 


Mrs. Carter was in Chicgo Tues- 


day to preside over a three-hour 
meeting of the President's Com- 


mission on Mental Health and to 
tour the Institute of Psychiatry at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 


She said, as honorary chairman 


of the commission, she will take 
an active role in preparing a re- 
port on the nation's mental health 
problems for the President and 
thinks by focusing attention on-the 
problem she can help more Amer- 
ican families deal with their emo- 
tional crises. 


A highlight of her Chicago trip 


was a tour of an unusual psy- 
chiatric hospital whose patients 
include the "Gold Coast" rich, 
skid row winos and residents of a 
black housing project. 


The Northwestern 
University 


Psychiatric Instiute has no bars 
on the windows and nurses dress 
in street clothes. 


SINCE THE institute receives 


federal funds, it must treat any- 
one who asks for help from a sur- 
r o u n d i n g area encompassing 


167,000 persons. That territory in- 
cludes the "Gold Coast" along 
Chicago's lakefront, a skid row 
slum west of the loop and the 
large Cabrini-Green housing proj- 
ect. 


Several hundred Northwestern 


•medical students were on hand to 
protest a 57 per cent tuition in- 
crease at the medical school — a 
hike that they say will result in 
higher doctor bills and fewer phy- 
sicians in places where they are 
needed most. 


"Mrs. Carter is concerned with 


the quality of health care in this 
country, and increasing tuition 
here is going to further the elitism 
of the medical profession,"' ex- 
plained Nathan Beraha, a mem- 
ber of the medical,school's stu- 
dent senate. 


The students want Mrs. Carter 


lo investigate the university's use 
of federal funds in light of a 
S2,505-a-year tuition increase at 


the Northwestern Medical school. 
Tuition is being raised from $4,350 
a year currently to $6,885. The in- 
crease makes Northwestern the 
third most expensive medical 
school in the country. 


"STUDENTS ARE BEING la- 


den with debts of $20,000 to 
$30,000, and as a result are forced 
to go into lucrative private prac- 
tices instead of providing primary 
health care to the people who 
need it," said Ralph Harder, a 
freshman at the medical school. 


Large tuition debts lead to high- 


er prices for medical services and 
also work against physicians who 
might want to practice in doctor- 
starved 
rural and inner city 


areas, Harder said. 


Middleclass and lower-income 


families will be unable to send 
their sons and daughters to medi- 
cal schools with high tuitions, Ber- 
aha said.

Krause wins mayoral race 2-1 


by MARSHA MOSLEY 


Carolyn H. Krause Tuesday was 


elected the first woman mayor in the 
60-year history of Mount Prospect by 
nearly a 2-1 margin over her oppo- 
nents Trustees Michael H. Minton and 
Edward 8. Rhea Jr. 


Mrs. Krause carried 14 of the vil- 


lage's 20 precincts receiving 48 per 
cent or 4,527 of the 9,649 ballots cast. 
Minton finished a distant second with 
2,488 votes and Rhea trailed with 
2,303. Mrs. Krause, 38, of 204 S. 
George St., will serve a four-year 
term. 


About 37 per cent of the village's 


27.000 registered voters went to 'the 
polls. 


LEO FLOROS, Norma J. Murauskis 


and E. F. (Bud) Richardson wera 
elected to four-year terms as village 
trustees. Floros, an incumbent, was 
the highest vote-getter with 6,940, 
Mrs. Murauskis got 6.326 and Rich- 
ardson, also an incumbent, received 
5,936 votes.

a third term as village clerk. He got 
7,145 votes. 


Mrs. Krause, who ran a low-keyed 


"silent" campaign compared to her 
opponents, swept precinct No. l, her 
home precinct, by a 3-1 margin and 
edged Minton out in his home territo- 
ry, Precinct 4, by 17 votes. Rhea car- 
ried his neighborhood, Precinct 19, by 
51 votes over Minton. 


"WE DID IT and we did it big," 


Mrs. Krause told several hundred of 
her campaign workers at the Krause 
for Mayor headquarters in the Mount 
Prospect Holiday Inn, 200 E. Rand Rd. 
"I'm extremely happy." 


Mrs. Krause, a Mount Prospect at- 


torney, has been chairwoman of the 
village zoning board of appeals since 
1973. Throughout her campaign, she 
advocated zero-based budgeting as an 
approach to "hold the line" on "spi- 
raling village spending." 


She also supports the proposed ref- 


erendum to increase the library tax 
levy from the current 15 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuatioa to raise ad- 
ditional funds for financing library op- 
erations. 


Minton, 30, of 1207 W. 'Lonnquist 


Blvd., also a Mount Prospect attor- 
ney, has two years remaining on his 
term as trustee. He was elected to the 
village board in 1975, 


Rhea's defeat Tuesday ended his 


two-year stint as an elected village of- 
ficial. Elected to the board In 1975 for 
a two-year term, Rhea now will bow 
out of the local political arena. Rhea, 
41, of 1829 Palm Dr., is a vice presi- 
dent for the Paine Webber, Jackson 
and Curtis investment firm, Chicago.

The first thing she did Tuesday 


night when the votes were tallied was 
to call her parents in .Milwaukee to 
tell them the good news. 


Carolyn H. Krause had just been 


elected mayor of Mount Prospect. 
And although she had been optimistic 
throughout her-four-month campaign, 
she couldn't believe the overwhelming 
results. 


A 38-year-old Mount Prospect attor- 


ney — a relative darkhorse — had 
trampled her opponents, two village 
trustees by nearly a 2-1 margin. 


AMIDST DRUNKEN screams of 


"We want Krause" and "For she's a 
jolly good fellow," the new mayor 
wiggled through hundreds of her sup- 
porters awaiting her speech at the 
Mount Prospect Holiday Inn. 


And Carolyn Krause, all 4-foot-ll of 


her, stood on a chair, hushed the 


crowd and claimed victory. She 
thanked them and they roared once 
more. 


"I'm very very thankful to all of 


.those who voted for me. We did it and 
we did it big," said a hoarse Mrs. 
Krause. "I'm extremely happy. But 
there's no way we could have done 
this except by all of us working to- 
gether." 


Dave Krause, the village's new 


"first gentleman," like everyone, was 


Scola wins library board seat 


elated. "But I can't talk or think 
about anything right now," he said. 


When the totals from the last re- 


porting precinct were official and 
Mrs. Krause had won the race hands 
down, the hugs and kisses and ap- 
plause began all over again. "I prom- 
ise now to make every effort to fulfill 
the statements and pledges I made 
during the campaign," she said. "I'm 
very pleased." 


MRS. 
KRAUSE'S opponents, Mi- 


chael H. Minton and Edward B. Rhea 
Jr., conceded early in the evening. 


A choked-up Minton, holding back 


tears, told his workers, "We all 
worked very hard. Carolyn Krause 
ran a very good campaign.' I'm going 
to be working very closely with Mrs. 
Krause. I think she can do a good job. 
Win or lose we've all done a great 
job." 


Rhea's camp, too, was dejected and 


amidst a herd of disbelievers he con- 
gratulated the victor. "It was a good 
campaign. She obviously ran a strong 
tcampaign all over.&e village. What 
can I say? I'm goinjteyork now on 
reducing my golf handJca|>." 


Patricia D. Scola won the only con- 


tested seat Tuesday on the Mount 
Prospect Library Board, capturing 
5,023 votes In an apparent endorse- 
ment of an active library system. 


. Mrs. Scola, 1823 Palm Dr., won a 
two-year term over 25-year-old Dennis 
J. Harkins, who campaigned for cuts 
in library spending. Harkins, 1100 
Barberry Ln.. received 2,659 votes, 
while write-in candidate Anton Dyvlis 
got 66 votes. 


Voters also gave strong endorse- 


ment to the candidates seeking the 
two uncontested six-year terms on the 
library board. Both candidates have 


called for -expanded, library, services 
and increased financing for the li- 
brary. 


Martha J. Hopkins, 106'N. Stevenson 


Ln., received 6,990 votes. A free-lance 
book lecturer,'she has served on the 
library board since being appointed 
last year. 


JtfDY A. BENNETT, 403 N. Pine 


St., received 7,197 votes. 


Harkins said he lost the election be- 


cause of his stand on library spend- 
ing. 


"I think the determining factor was 


the issue of money. My boiler plate so 
to speak was to cut funding for the 


library and I guess the voters just did 
not agree with me OR that," he said. 


Mrs. Scola, a teacher's aide at John 


Jay School, said she will work for "a 
library that will meet the needs of all 
the people. We all wanted it to be a 
library for all of us." 


Neither Mrs. Scola nor Harkins said 


they thought the village board elec- 
tions affected the library race, Mrs. 
Scola's husband worked as campaign 
coordinator for Trustee. Edward B. 
Rhea in his bid for mayor. 


Harkins said he will continue to be 


active in library affairs, but will not 
seek office again. • 


Judy, Pratt join parks 
after uncontested race 


Bill Judy and Richard Pratt will 


take seats on the River Trails 
Park Board, after winning the 
voters' endorsement Tuesday in 
an uncontested race. 


Judy, 1118 Barberry Ln., Mount

35 Congressmen get preview of 'tough' energy plan

President Carter gave members of 


Congress a preview Tuesday of tax 
plans that might add 57 cents a gallon 
to gasoline prices by 1988 and other 
tough energy conservation measures 
that could change the life of every 
American. 


Carter's proposals, outlined In a 


White House briefing by energy ad- 
viser James Schlesinger, won bipart- 
isan praise mixed with forecasts of 
extreme controversy. 


"It's a tough problem and he's go- 


ing to have trouble selling it to both 
Congress and the American people," 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-lll., said. "But 
from the figures used, I'm convinced 
It's absolutely necessary." 


Schlesinger's congressional briefing 


provided the first official view of what 
Carter will propose today. Members 
of Congress said after the briefing 
that the plan included: 


• Authority to boost gasoline taxes 


by a nickel a gallon during each year 
from 1979 through 1981 in which con- 
sumption increased by 1 per cent or 
more, plus authority to add another 
nickel during each year from 1982 
through 1987 in which consumption did 
not decrease by 2 per cent. Carter's 
goal is to cut gasoline consumption by 
10 per cent in the next decade. 


• A tax to raise the price of so- 


called "old" domestic crude oil from 
$5.25 per barrel to $11.28 by 1979, -a 
move that would add another 7 cents 
per gallon to gasoline prices no mat- 
ter what happened to consumption 


and also would drive up consumer 
costs of other petroleum products. Af- 
ter 1979, all domestic oil would be 
allowed to rise -to meet the world 
price. 


• Tax rebates, which Schlesinger 


did not describe, designed to return 
revenues from the oil and gasoline 
.taxes to low-income Americans. The 
tax revenues from the .higher gasoline 
levies alone could total $57 billion a 
year by 1988. 


• Setting a price ceiling of $1.75 per 


thousand cubic feet for all natural gas, 
and extending federal price controls 
to the presently uncontrolled gas pro- 
duced and sold within the same state. 
Prices on some intrastate gas would 
be rolled back from levels of more 
than $2 as existing contracts expire. 


• Placing a tax on gas-guzzling 


cars, but offsetting it with a tax re- 
bate for cars that get very good gaso- 
line mileage. Schlesinger did not spell 
out the size of the taxes or rebates. 


• Forced conversion of industries 


and utilities to coal from oil and natu- 
ral gas, but phased in over a long pe- 
riod of time so clean-air controls can 
be installed and coal transportation 
problems can be solved. 


• Tax incentives for home weath- 


erization, new building standards and 
mandatory appliance standards for 
energy efficiency. 


Aside from widespread hostility to 


the gasoline tax proposal, which sev- 
eral lawmakers said Congress prob- 
ably will reject, virtually the only 
opposition to Carter's plan came from 


representatives of oil producing states 
who said too little emphasis was 
placed on expanding domestic produc- 
tion. 


Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said 


the proposals would be "for the coun- 
try, a disaster; for our state, a ca- 
tastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 


House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neill 


urged fellow lawmakers, to forsake 
parochialism in dealing with Carter's 
energy program, but predicted the 
controversial plan will provoke "the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had." 


SENATE 
REPUBLICAN Leader 


Howard Baker of Tennessee promised 
be and other GOP members' of Con- 
gress "will agree with as much as we 
can," although he voiced flat opposi- 
tion to a gasoline tax hike. 


Some U.S. lawmakers even said 


Carter's outline of the fuel supply 
crisis and his tough measures to cope 
with it had convinced them to put the 
energy needs above other concerns of 
their constituents. 


"This will affect tourism adversely, 


and the production people don't like 
it," said Rep. Teno Roncalio, D-Wyo., 
whose state has both tourist attrac- 
tions and energy reserves. "But I 
think I am going to support the Presi- 
dent fully, because he is right." 


Schlesinger's White House meeting 


with some 35 Democrats and Republi- 
cans, less than half the number in- 
vited, set the stage for Carter to an- 
nounce his entire new policy tonight 
before a nationally televised joint ses- 
sion of Congress. 
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Carter may lose popularity 
over energy policy: wife

Rosalynn Carter expects her 


husband to lose some popularity 
because of the energy sacrifices 
he is asking people to make but 
she said Tuesday if Americans 
trust the President and the gov- 
ernment they will respond. 


"The energy situation is criti- 


cal," she said. "We have to do 
something about it." 


Mrs. Carter told reporters be- 


fore Carter outlined the nation's 
energy problems in a televised ad- 
dress Monday night, she and staff 
members went over the speech 
with him line by line and sug- 
gested some changes. 


SHE SAID SHE told Carter, 


"how he could say it so I could 
understand it and if I could under- 
stand it, everybody else can." 


Mrs. Carter was in Chicgo Tues- 


day to preside over a three-hour 
meeting of the President's Com- 
mission on Mental Health and to 
tour the Institute of Psychiatry at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 


She said, as honorary chairman 


of the commission, she will take 
an active role in preparing a re- 
port on the nation's mental health 
problems for the President and 
thinks by focusing attention on the 
problem she can help more Amer- 
ican families deal with their emo- 
tional crises. 


A highlight of her Chicago trip 


was a tour of an unusual psy- 
chiatric hospital whose patients 
include the "Gold Coast" rich, 
skid row winos and residents of a 
black housing project. 


The Northwestern University 


Psychiatric Instlute has no bars 
on the windows and nurses dress 
in street clothes. 


SINCE THE institute receives 


federal funds, it must treat any- 
one who asks for help from a sur- 
r o u n d i n g area encompassing 
167,000 persons. That territory in- 
cludes the "Gold Coast" along 
Chicago's lakefront, a skid row 
Slum west of the loop and the 
large'Cabrini-Green housing proj- 
ect. 


Several hundred Northwestern 


medical students were on hand to 
protest a 57 per cent tuition in- 
crease at the medical school — a 
hike that they say will result in 
higher doctor bills and fewer phy- 
sicians in places where they are 
needed most. 


"Mrs. Carter is concerned with 


the quality of health care in this 
country, and increasing tuition 
here is going to further the elitism 
of the medical profession," ex- 
plained Nathan Beraha, a mem- 
ber of the medical school's stu- 
dent senate. 


The students want Mrs. Carter 


to investigate the university's use 
of federal funds in light of a 
$2,5Q5-a-year tuition increase at 
the Northwestern Medical school. 
Tuition is being raised from $4,350 
a year currently to $6,885. The in- 
crease makes Northwestern the 
third most expensive medical 
school in the country. 


"STUDENTS ARE BEING la- 


den with debts of $20,000 to 
$30,000, and as a result are forced 
to go into lucrative private prac- 
tices instead of providing primary 
health care to the people who 
need it," said Ralph Harder, a 
freshman at the medical school.
